Wrong Criticism. 


N.S.W. Council Corrects. 


is a copy of 2 
letter sent to the Baditor of “The 
Referee’ newspaper some time 
ago. The contents were acknow- 
ledged but not published in fall 
and it is now inserted in ‘Soccer 
News" by order of the N.S.W. 
Association Council:— 


Dear Sir,— 
I have been directed by the 


Couucil of MY Association to com- 
municate with you regarding 4 
certain paragraph that appeared 
in your paper in the issue of Au- 
gust 8th, following the first Chin 
ese match in Sydney, which criti- 
cised the tactics of the New South 
Wales players in a certain inei- 
dent in front of goals. 

The paragraph objected to reads 
as follows:—‘‘They dribble so fast 
that the defence ws beaten, and 
Georgs Cartwright earried the 
ball too far in front of the posts 
in trying to avoid a Chinese rush. 
New South Wales lined up on the 
goal line—about 4 foot. off it, and

all Li had to do was to tap it 
through off a defender. He did 
this, and put China two goals 


ahead. it did not occur to New 
South Wales to get away from 
goal and leave Cartwright there 
alone.” 

Mr. T. Crawford, President of 
the South Maitland Referees’ As- 
sociation, wrote to you regarding 
the matter on the 10th August 
pointing out that the criticism 
was bad, and not in accordance 
with the rules. A reply appeared 
under the initials of A.J.B. in. the 
“Arrow’’ of the 3ist August, con- 
tending that the first cviticism 
was in order, and said finally that 
famous captains he had watched 
made a point of ordering their 
men out of goals in such circum: 
stances. He further said, “In one 
case I saw the great Sutcliffe send 
them out because the captain 
failed to do so.” 

The rules regarding the matter 
are as follows:—‘“Law 10: Free 
Kick: when a free kick has been 
awarded the kicker’s opponent 
shall not approach within 10 yards 
of the ball until a kick is taker 
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the balla second time until it has June 9th, 1924.

“Law 11: A goal cannot be 
scored’ direct from a free kick 
awarded for the following breach- 
es of laws—(¢) carrying by goal 
keeper.” 

“a J.B.” said that the N.S.W. 
players were in error in standing 
on the goal Hne—we would point 
out that this is the only recog- 
nised way to defend such a free 
kick for the simple reason that if 
a goalkeeper is left to defend 2 
goal by himselt his nearest mate 
is ten yards from him, sesing that 
the law only gives the defenders 
the option of standing ten yards 
from the ball, or on the goal line. 
Ii A.J.B.’s advice was taken, a2 
opposing skipper who knew the 
correct way to combat such tac 
ties would depute two of 
players to advance to where the 
ball was to be kicked. When the 
referee’s signal was given one 
player would tap the ball to His 
mate sufficiently hard to make ft 
describe its own circumference 
and, the player of the same sidé 
referred to, would have only the 
goalkeeper to beat in shooting for 
goal. The second player wht 
played the ball would have to, by 
the way, observe the off-side rule 
in taking this kick, that is té 
say, he would have to be a littl 
behind the player taking the : 
kick when he kicked the ball. 

The action of the Association, 
might say, in conclusion, is taker 
because your papers are regardél 
as authorities on all questions 6 
sport, and it is desirable tha 
where it comes before the notid 
of the governing body that criti 
cism regarding the laws of tht 
game is given in error, it shou 
be corrected.
